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THE SPENCER REPEATING RIFLE. 
UR articles on breech-loading arms have thus far 
been confined to single loaders. This week, how- 
ever, we illustrate a repeating breech-loader, which 
played a very important part in the War of the Re- 
bellion. ‘The Spencer Repeating Rifle, which was pat- 


‘erably well-disciplined men this arm is invaluable.’’ 
As we have said, this rifle is a favorite with the’men, 
and consequently but few of them are found in bad 
condition when turned in to the Ordnance Depart- 
ment. 

By a slight modification in loading it, the Spencer 
can be used as a single-loader as well as a repeater, the 
cartridges in the magazine being heldas a reserve ; and

ented in the United States on the 6th of March, 1860, 
is so called because it can be fired seven times without 
reloading. This is done by a peculiar mechanism 
Which feeds out seven cartridges, one at a time ; these 
having been deposited in a magazine in the but of the 
gun, a section of which is shown in Fig. 3. An or- 
dinarily skilled marksman can discharge the seven 
loads in twelve seconds, and a 
shot can be fired every three sec- 
onds with good aim by a company 
or more of soldiers. At the com- 
mencement of the war Sharp's 
carbine was the favorite arm of 
the U. 8. cavalry, but sinct its 
introduction the Spencer has 
been more sought after by them 
than any other weapon. 

Qne important point gained 
by the introduction ‘of this rifle 
Was a practical illustration of the 
advantages of the metallic primed 
cartridges or metallic cartridges 
containing their own ignition. 
Asammunition in this form is

As you are aware, this, rifle was first introduced into the public 
service through the agency of the Navy Department, after a very 
critical examination by the present Rear-Admiral Danteren, then 
having charge of the Ordnance establishment in this city, and it 
gives me pleasure to state that the favorable opinion expressed by 
that officer in the examination has been fully sustained in service. 
Admiral Dauteren has recently returned from the command, during 
the past two years, of one of the largest squadrons on the coast, and 











‘‘ mon musket.’’ General GRANT says that no repeat- 
ing arm stands higher than the Spencer. The repu- 
tation of the rifle, however, is too well established 
to need further dwelling upon, as it has already 
been fully endorsed by officers commanding in the 
field, in consequence of which the Ordnance Depart- 
ments of the Army and the Navy during'the war took 
all of them that could be made. 

In Figs. 1 and 2 we give cuts 
of the Spencer rifle. In Fig. 1 
the breech is closed, and in Fig. 
2it isopen. Fig. 3 shows the 
mechanism of the gun. 

The operation of loading the 
piece is as follows: With the 
muzzle of the rifle pointed down- 
ward, turn the magazine lock (13) 
to the right, withdraw the inner 
magazine tube (17) and drop the 
cartridges into the outer maga- 
zine (16), ball foremost, to the 
number of seven, then insert the 
tube, locking it securely in place, 
as first found. 

The magazine being thus 
charged, the first cartridge is 
thrown forward into the cham- 
ber of the barrel by moving 
the guard lever (5) {downward 
and immediately drawing it 
back. The first part of this 
movement brings down the 
breech-pin (4) below the cham- 
ber of the barrel, and so that its upper curved pro- 
file forms part of the same circle as the back of the car- 
rier block (3). The continuation of the movement of 
the guardlevercauses both the carrier block and breech- 
pin to swing back ‘together far enough for the front 
cartridge to pass over the breech-pin; and the whole 
of the cartridges being pressed forward by the maga- 
zine spring (18) and cartridge follower (21), the frowf 
cartridge is made to slip over the breech-pin. When 
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the lever is brought back the cartridge is pushed for- 
ward by the breech-pin into the chamber of the bar- 
rel, and the breech-pin is pressed up behind it and is 
held in place by the breech-pin spring (26). The 
magazine and chamber are thus effectually closed by 
the carrier-block and breech-pin, and all is ready fer 
firing. 

The hammer (7) may remain down during the load- 
ing, but should be immediately half-cocked, and kept 
so while a cartridge remains in the chamber of the 
barrel (1), except when firing. Then full-cock the 
hammer, pull the trigger (9), causing the hammer to 
strike the percussion slide (6), foreing it against the 
rim of the cartridge and exploding it. 

In the opening movement of the breech, the car- 
rier-block moves the shell-drawer (23) and causes it to 
draw out the discharged shell from the chamber, .and 
in its withdrawal the shell slips over the top of the 
cartridge-guide (22), which is then depressed by its 
spring (25). The same guide aids in conducting the 
new cartridge to the chamber. This operation is re- 
peated, with any desired rapidity, until the seven 
cartridges are discharged. The magazine is then re- 
loaded as at first. 

When it is desirable to use the’ arm as a single- 
loader, the cartridge ‘can be placed in the chamber 
with*the hand, care being taken that the rim of the 
eartridge is placed behind the shell-drawer. 

When it is required to be used as a single-loader 
and a full magazine held in reserve for a greater emer- 
gency, it is necessary to arrest the downward move- 
ment of the guard-lever at about one-third the dis- 
tance, so as to prevent the first cartridge in the 
magazine from passing forward, and yet leave sufficient 
space to remove the exploded shell and insert by hand 
a new cartridge. If necessary, a movable stop can be 
placed so as to ensure this.

Tur following is an abstract of the movements of troopa 
in the District of Texas, under date of November 7th: The 
headquarters and eleven companies of the Sixth U.S. cav- 
alry, now in this district, will proceed to Jacksborough, 
Jack County, Texas, and go into camp at that point. The 
headquarters and five companies of the Fourth U. &. cav- 
alry will proceed without delay to Fort Mason, Mason 
County, ‘Texas. ‘Three companies of the same regiment 
will proceed to Camp Verde, one company to Fort Clark. 
The companies for each post to be selected by the regimental 
commander. The station of troops at Fredericksburg 
has been discontinued. The company at Fort Inge, and 
the two companies in the Sub-District of the Rio Grande, 
of this regiment, will remain as at present. The com- 
panies of the First battalion, Seventeenth U. S. infantry, 
have been ordered to take stations as follows, and will pro- 
ceed to the points designated : Two companies will be sta- 
tioned at Brenham, two companies at Hempstead, and two 
companies at Houston. These companies to be designated 
by the commanding. officer of the battalion. The remain- 
ing four companies of the battalion will remain at Galves- 
ton. The headquarters and nine companies of the Third 
battalion, Seventeenth U. S. infantry, will proceed to San 
Antonio, Texas, and go into camp at that point. One com- 
pany of this battalion, to be designated by the command- 
ing officer of the battalion, will be stationed at Victoria. 
The posts of Richmond, Matagorda, Millican and Leona, 
now occupied by companies of the Third battalion, Seven- 
teenth U. 8S. infantry, have been discontinued. Until fur- 
ther orders, no troops will be stationed at these points. 
All public property at these posts will be turned over by 
the officer responsible for the same to the nearest post or 
depot quartermaster. Victoria, Lavaca and Houston have 
been discontinued as issuing posts of the Quartermaster’s 
and Commissary Departments. The Acting Assistant 
Quartermaster and Acting Commissary of Subsistence at 
these posts will transfer all serviceable public property and 
stores fit for issue now on hand to officers of their respect- 
ive departments at the following stations: The stores, etc., 
at Victoria, will be sent to San Antonio; those at Lavaca 
to Indianola, and those at Houston to Galveston. 

Masor-Generat SHERIDAN, commanding Department of 
the Gulf, on the 10th inst. ordered that the Ninth U. 8. 
colored infantry be immediately mustered out of service 
as an entire organization. Captain A. McAttister, Com- 
missary of Musters, Department of the Gulf, is charged 
with the execution of this order, so far as relates to his 
Department.

The Commanding General announces to the Department 
that Lieutenant Grorcr A. Armes, Second U. S. cavalry, 
being sent with twenty-five men of his regiment from Fort 
Sedgwick, October 23d, in pursuit of a war party of Sioux 
Indians, which had driven off the previous day several 
hundred head of stock, found and followed their trail, un- 
der the difficulties of crossing two wide rivers, forks of the 
Platte, and of darkness, ninety-eight miles, from 5 o’clock 
A. M. to 11 o’clock p. m.; then he surprised the party, in- 
stantly attacked, killed and wounded nearly all of their 
superior numbers, captured twenty-two Indian horses, 
burned their camp, and brought off safely most of the 
stolen stock. Thus this young officer has set a fine exam- 
ple to the Department of overcoming difficulties that would 
have discouraged and stopped many without loss of credit— 
of bold determination to succeed, and of striking without 
stopping to count his enemies. And he has presented to 
the profession perhaps the greatest cavalry feat heretofore 
recorded. 


Tue following letter from Adjutant-General TowNnsENnD 
to Major-General Hooker, commanding Department of 
the Lakes, is published by the latter for the information of 
his command: 

Genera :—In view of the loss of time, great incon- 
venience and delay, caused this office by the carelessness 
and neglect evinced by many recruiting officers in prepar- 
ing and rendering their weekly reports of funds, I have 
the honor to request that you will instruct the officers 
under your command who are, or may be, accountable for 
recruiting funds, to render a more strict compliance with 
the circulars in that relation from this office, especially to 
the circular (No. 16) which requires that the reports shall 
be rendered on Wednesday of each week, and to circulars 
21, 23, 28, 32, and 34, in which are designated the only de- 
positories where public funds may be deposited. Please 
give particular instructions in this connection to the offi- 
cers, that all recruiting funds must be deposited in one of 
the places designated, and no part kept in their hands. 

Genera. Orders No. 4, Headquarters District of the Chat- 
tahoochie, releases thirteen enlisted men in confinement at 
Fort Pulaski, Ga., undergoing sentences by military courts, 
from the execution of so much of the unexpired portion of 
the sentence in their cases as condemns them to confine- 
ment in military prisons. This order is not, however, to 
be construed as remitting any other portion of the sen- 
tences, such as dishonorable discharges from the service, 
or forfeiture of pay and bounty.

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THE WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUS AND 
ARMY. : 
Few commanding officers in the Army or Navy have not, 
after a few years service, been the unexpected recipients of a 
State court process directing them to produce before it the 


be unlawfully deprived of his liberty. Sometimes the pe 
tition will set forth a plea of insanity at the time of én. 
listment, or other cause, but more frequently the plea is 
the infancy of the recruit or his enlistment without th, 
parents’ consent. 

Officers as a rule have but little acquaintance with teh. 
nical law procedures. The brevity of time within which 
return must{ be made usually precludes employment of 
counsel to defend the interests of Government, and if the 
State court assume the authority to adjudicate, the recruit 
may be discharged and the Government defrauded of such 
bounty, pay, subsistence and allowances as have been aj. 
vanced to him. Should, however, such process issue from 
a United States court, Government may always be repre- 
sented by its District Attorney. 

The fact that during many years the question “ whether 
State courts have power to issue writs of habeas corpus or 
to continue proceedings under them when issued, in casa 
of detainer under the authority of the United States,” 
had been a subject in the courts of grave discussion, ren. 
dered it perplexing to the officer as to his duty in the 
premises. Should he refuse to obey, the court mighi at 
tach him for contempt, and, per contra, should he comply 
and surrender the man to a possible discharge, he might 
be guilty of laches toward the Government. 

It will not be uninteresting to glance at the state of the 
questionfas presented in several adjudications made at dif. 
ferent periods. 

It is a singular-circumstance that while such persistent 
State Rights commonwealths as South Carolina and Geor. 
gia acknowledged the exclusive power of Federal courts 
to take cognizance of applications for writs of habeas cor- 
pus in the cases of U. S. soldiers and seamen, on the other 
hand, the courts of Massachusetts and Pennsylvania al- 
ways stoutly maintained their codrdinate authority. 

As early as 1799 (vide Johns. cas., vol. 1, p. 136), the 
question came beforo tlie New York Supreme Court, sitting 
in bank, upon the petition of Private Huarep, U.S. Army, 
for a habeas corpus, but it was refused on the grounds of 
want of jurisdiction. 

The next case of interest occurred in the Maryland Su- 
preme Court in 1809 (vide 2d Hall's Law Journal, 192), 
where the writ was applied for on behalf of Landsman 
EMANUEL Roserts, on the ground that he had been seized 
and forcibly carried on board the U.S. ship of war then 
lying in Baltimore harbor. The raval officer made retum 
that Roserts had voluntarily enlisted, and although proof 
was offered that he was only sixteen years old and drunk 
when enlisted, Chief Justice Nicnotson declared the en- 
listment to have been under the authority of the United 
States, and that Maryland courts had no right to inter- 
fere. 

During the war of 1812, Private Jernmrau Ferevsos, 
Thirteenth U. S. infantry, then commanded by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Joun Curistig, sought the aid of the New York 
Supreme Court to discharge him from his obligations as 4 
soldier on the plea {not only of being a minor and under 
eighteen years of age, but of having enlisted without his 
parents’ consent. The celebrated Chancellor Kenr, then 
Chief Justice, wrote an elaborate argument denying the 
application (vide 9, Johnson’s Rep., 239), and taking the 
grounds that as the enlistment was under color of the al- 
thority of the United States, the State court had no juris 
diction. 

This decision did not, however, prevent the same court, 
at a later day, from briefly affirming a contrary doctrine, 
and for years it was the practice of its judges to investiga 
applications and discharge from service. 

So long as the Regular Army and Navy remained insig- 
nificant in numbers, such cases were'rare, and the National 
Government interposed no objection to an officer's acknowl 
edging the writ. 

As a matter in pari materia it is worthy of observation 
that U. S. District Courts have almost uniformly denied 
the right of any State court to compel the production 
enlisted men on habeas corpus. 

In April, 1851, Judge Nexsom, of the U. S. Supreme P 
Court, in his charge to the Grand Jury of the Souther 
Distriet of New York, remarked on the power of Sts 
tribunals to inquire into the legality of a detainer by # 
officer of the General Government. 

“The right to issue the process of habeas corpus,” be 
states, “is not questioned, and it is the duty of the officer 4 
whom it is directed to obey the writ ‘by making a retu™ 
But when it is shown that the commitment or detainet 
is under the constitution and law of the United States,o"* 
treaty, the power of the State is at an end, and any’ 
proceeding under the writ is coram non judice and void, 





under such circumstances it is the duty of the oficer ™ 


person of some enlisted man in their commands alleged t) 
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to give up his prisoner, or allow him to pass from his hands 
in any stage of the proceedings.” 

Asimilar decision has been pronounced by Chief Justice 
Tae in the U. S. Supreme Court in the celebrated case 
of ABELMAN VS. Booru. 

Recently the Michigan Supreme Court in re SPANGLER, 
(Am. Law Reg., Aug., 1813), and the Supreme Coart of 
New Jersey (before Judge Ocnrx, with concurrence of his 
associates, December 15, 1862), in the case of Private 
Micnazt Wetcu, Fourteenth N. Y. Volunteers—a minor 
—reaffirmed the doctrine denying jurisdiction in the State 


courts. 
The present year has witnessed} numeroys decisions in 


the New York courts of similar tenor, in which Brevet 
Major-General Dantzt Burrerrrerp, Superintendent of 
the General Recruiting Service, was the respondent. 

Owing to the frequent recurrence of these processes, the 
General prepared the following formal return to be made 
toeach writ, and also, for' the information of the State 
court, a brief of the judicial decisions on which his action 
ig based, together with a digest from the opinions of the 
Judge-Advocate-General of the Army:

FORT PHILIP KEARNY, DAKOTA TERRITORY. 


Tuts new post, in the centre of the Mountain District, 
Department of the Platte, and also in the heart of the chief 
hunting ground of the hostile Sioux and Cheyennes, being 
also expressive of the first substantial occupation of the new 
short route to Montana, deserves notice. The expedition 
which was sent to establish it left Fort Kearny May 
19th, under command of Colonel H. B. Carrington, Eight- 
eenth U.S.infantry. Fort Reno was reénforced, additional 
defences erected, and two companies were advanced to the 
Big Horn River, that post receiving the name of Fort C. 
F.Smith. Fort Philip Kearny has been erected by Colonel 
Carrington under his personal planning and daily super- 
vision. It isin the forks of the two Piney Creeks, on a 
natural plateau 800 by 600 feet, with a natural slope or 
glacis on all sides. 

The stockade is of pine, hewn toa touching surface, 
pointed, loop-holed, and after the general plan of Mahan. 
At two corners are block houses of 18-inch pine logs. The 
parade ground is 400 feet square, and was surveyed and 
laid out before the turf was cut by any wagon track. 
Walks twelve feet wide cross the parade, bending around a 
tirele of fifteen feet radius, where a flag staff of 110 feet 
displays the National colors. A graded street of twenty 
feet borders the parade. The additional 200 by 600 feet is 
4 Quartermaster’s yard, with warehouses and shops. 

East of the fort, and taking in Little Piney, is a corrall 
for stock, hay, wood, etc., with palisade ten feet high, and 
quarters for teamsters, citizen employees, etc. Twelvo 
double cabins, a blacksmith and wagon shop, and a portion 
of the stabling for mules have been completed. 

Two Qnartermaster and Commissary buildings, 84 by 25 
fect, with ten-foot ceiling, and similar buildings, in point 
of size, for four companies of infantry, have been completed 
ad occupied. Guard house and band quarters, 60 by 25 

#t, are also in use. The hospital, 84 by 25 feet, with 
high ceiling, is, before this, ready for occupation.

Coal is found at the east gate of the corrall, and pine, 
hemlock and spruce are without limit. 

We have been thus particular about this new fort, so 
rapidly approaching completion, as a prominent Army 
officer, who recently made it an official visit, pronounced 
the stockade the best he’ had met, except one built by the 
Hudson Bay Fur Company.. The command reached the 
site of the fort July 15th, so that all has been done in three 
months. So constant have been Indian frespasses that the 
men alternated guard duty, and had but every other night 
for sleep; this not infrequently disturbed by night firing 
upor. the pickets. 

The main work of the expedition has been successfully 
accomplished, and the permanent occupation of the route 
is a fixed fact. Supplies for a year are in store, and the 
ground work is assured for a secure and rapid emigration 
to this new Territory. 








THE ARMY OF THE TENNESSEE. 
GENERAL RAWLINGS’ ADDNESS. 


We commence below the publication of the important 
address of Brevet Major-General Rawlings before the Soci- 
ety of the Army of the !Tennessee, at Cincinnati, on the 
14th inst. After a few opening remarks, the General 
said : 

Cairo, Illinois, was occupied by us April 23, 1861. 
On the 28th of August following General (then Brigadier- 
General) U.S. Grant was assigned to the command of the 
District of South East Missouri, and on the 4th of Sep- 
tember following established his headquarters at Cairo, Ill. 

From this time, it may properly be said, commenced 
the growth and organization of the Army of the ‘Tennessee 
under General Grant. 

He was a graduate of West Point, and had served with 
distinction in the actual command of men in battle in the 
Mexican war, and was thoroughly versed in the details and 
practical workings of the departmtntal and staff corps of 
the Army. His command consisted of volunteers, with 
the exception of one officer, General E. A. Paine, who also 
had the advantage of a West Point education, but had 
resigned the service soon after graduating. The men and 
volunteer officers that formed the nucleus of the Army of 
the Tennessee, inspired solely by love of conntry and a 
desire for the success of the national arms, believed that, 
all things else being equal, a military education and actual 
experience in the command of troops was of advantage to 
their possessor, and as there was no one under General 
Grant possessing these requisites in the same degree, he 
stood without arival. This for the conntry and for him- 
self was most fortunate. A disposition to the greatest de- 

e of subordination prevailed throughout his district. 

On the 5th of September he learned that the enemy were 
moving on Paducah, Kentucky, and on the evening of 
that day, with a force of two regiments and a battery of 
artillery, he left Cairo accompanied by two gunboats, and 
the next morning, September 6th, took possession in ad- 
vance of the enemy, and secured to us the Ohio river. 
General Grant returned to Cairo, leaving General Paine 
in command of Paducah. On the 7th General C. F. 
Smith, a graduate of West Point and . commandant of 
cadets when Grant was there, was placed in command of 
Paducah, with orders to report direct to General Fremont. 

In reconnoissances toward Columbus, Belmont and 
Charleston, and in the erection of fortifications at Cairo 
and its dependencies, under orders from General Fremont, 
General Grant kept the forces under him pretty constant- 
ly employed. 

On the 16th of October, in pursuance of a dispatch from 
General Fremont, he sent a force toward Pilot Knob, 
which in conjunction with a force from Ironton, on the 
21st attacked and defeated Jeff. Thompson at Frederick- 
town. ‘This was the first affair dignified by the name of 
battle’ in which any of the troops under General Grant 
had been engaged, and they were welcomed back by their 
old comrades in arms as heroes indeed. 

In obedience to orders from department headquarters, 
on the 4th of November, General Grant started a force 
under Colonel R. J. Oglesby for Indian Ford on the St. 
Francis river, where Jeff. Thompson was said to be reas 
sembling his defeated forces. - 

On the morning of the 7th of November, Grant with 
five regiments of infantry, some of whom had had arms 
issued to them for the first time only two days before, a 
section of artillery and a squadron of cavalry, attacked 
the enemy in position near Belmont, Missouri, and in a 
combat scarcely excelled in fierceness, acove him steadily 
back more than amile into and through the open space 
protected on the land side by fallen forest trees, in which 
his tents were pitched, opposite Columbus, capturing a 
six-gun battery, many prisoners and all his camp and garri- 
son equipage; and the little band of heroes, much reduced 
from what it was when it started in, the nucleus around 
which was to gather the grand old Army of the Tennessee, 
stood upon the bank of the great Mississippi, and in the 
triumph and shout of victory hushed, as it were, the hoarse 
thunders and screaming shells from the guns of Columbus. 
In their first fight they witnessed the confusion consequent 
on victory. Orders were at once issued for the destruction 
of the property and munitions of war they could not take 
with them, and to commence the return march to the 
transport. ‘These orders were but scarcely executed and 
the head of the column put in motion when the enemy 
made his appearance between them and their boats. At 
this moment it was communicated to General Grant that 
we were surrounded. ‘“‘ Well,” he replied, “ we must cut 
our way out then,” and this was the order that passed 
along the lines ; and never did men return more bravely 
to the fight, and a second time they beat their antagonists, 
gained their transports, and embarked, without serious 
hindrance, under cover of the gun-boats. The Union loss 
in killed, wounded and missing was four hundred and 
eighty-four—that of the enemy, according to his own his- 
torian, was six hundred and thirty-two. 

Without saying anything about the purposes of this 





battle, whether wise or unwise, or its results upon the then 





military situation, there was this fact—the great majority 
of men and officers engaged in it felt they were the victors. 

This battle, too, confirmed General Grant in his views 
that where neither of two belligerents have a disciplined 
army, but rely upon volunteers or conscripts, nothing is 
gained, especially by the one which from tho nature of 
things would necessarily have to take the offensive before 
its objects could be accomplished, by delay for the purpose 
of drilling and disciplining the men, for the other would 
very naturally use the delay for the same purpose, and at 
the end of any given time their relative strength would be 
the same. Hence General Grant was always ready, when- 
ever he had what he thought a sufficient number of mer, 
without regard to the number of days they had had arms 
in their hands, to give battle. 

On the 21st of November General Giant received Gen. 
Halleck’s orders, assuming command of the Department of 
the Missouri, and soon orders changing the name of 
his command to the District of Cairo, extending it to in- 
clude Paducah, and leaving off Cape Girardeau, Mo. 

In January, 1862, in pursuance of orders from General 
Halleck, General Grant moved a force from Cairo and 
Bird’s Point, cia Fort Jefferson and Blandville, and one 
from Paducah via Mayfield, threatening Columbus and the 
enemy’s line between there and Bowling Green, as far as 
Fort Henry, with a view to aiding some movement General 
Buell was said to be about making. ‘Thesa movements 
lasted more than a week, and were very severe on the men, 
from the heavy fall of both rain and snow. But they have 
the satisfaction of knowing that while they were thus en- 
gaged on their end of the line, on the 19th day of January, 
General George H. Thomas was covering himself and his 
command with glory at Mill Springs on the other end of 
the line, and that the information brought back by Gen- 
eral C. F. Smith as to the feasibility of taking Fort Hengy 
induced General Grant and Admiral Foote, on the 28th of 
January, to telegraph General Halleck for permission to 
take and occupy it, to which General Halleck replied Jan- 
uary 30th: ‘‘ Make your preparations to take and hold Fort 
Henry. I willsend you written instructions by mail.” 

In stating these facts I do not desire to be understood as 
setting up any special claim in General Grant, Admiral 
Foote, and General C. F. Smith as originators of this 
movement as against any claim any one else may have to 
that honor. In General Smith’s report of his reconnios- 
sance of Fort Henry on the 22d of January, he stated that 
he thought two iron-clad gunboats would make short work 
of it. Grant, true to his soldierly instincts, thought “ Well, 
if it can be taken it should be without delay. Once there 
we could operate either east or west.”” Admiral Foote fa- 
vored it because he could attack from down stream, and if 
any of his vessels should become disabled, they would be 
carried by the current from the batteries, not on to them ; 
— he could fight to better advantage up stream than 

own. 

On Saturday morning, February 1, 1862, the gifted and 
noble McPherson, then Lieutenant-Colonel on General 
Halleck’s staff, reported to Géneral Grant for duty as 
Chief Engineer of the expedition, bringing with him Gen- 
eral Halleck’s instructious to General Grant. 

On the 2d General Grant left Cairo, and on the 6th, 
while the land forces (General McClernand’s division and 
Colonel Cook with one brigade of Smith’s division) pushed 
forward on the east side of the river to the rear of Fort 
Henry to cut off the retreat of the garrison, and General 
Smith, with the other two brigades of his division, moved 
up the west side to attack Fort Hieman, the Navy under 
Admiral Foote attacked Fort Henry; and after a severe 
fight of over an hour, compelled its surrender. But the 
garrison, save a company of artillerists, had escaped. 
‘hus, within one week from the time it was authorized b 
General Halleck was the much vaunted Rebel line shee, 
and our gunboats went through to Florence, Alabama. 

At Fort Henry there was a delay of a few days on ac- 
count of heavy rains and the rise in the Tennessee river. 
On the 11th troops arriving on transports from below, 
were ordered to return and follow the gunboats up the 
Cumberland, landing under their cover as close to Fort 
Donelson as practicable; and the troops under General 
McClernand moved out three and four miles on the two 
roads leading to Fort Donelson; and early on the 12th 
were in rapid motion, followed by three brigades of Gen- 
eral C. F. Smith’s division, for Fort Donelson. About 12 
m, they struck the enemy's pickets two miles from the fort. 
These were rapidly driven in and by dark Fort Donelson 
was closely invested from a point on Hickman Creek on 
our left, to well around toward Dover on our right, McCler- 
nand holding the right and Smith the left. 

On the 13th our lines were still further extended to the 
right, and an attempt made to capture a battery command- 
ing the ridge road on which we moved. The gunboats 
and troops commenced arriving in the Cumberland below 
Fort Donelson, and communication was opened with them. 

On the 14th General Lew. Wallace, with a brigade of 
Smith's division, reported from Fort Henry, and was as- 
signed to the command of a division composed of the newly 
arrived troops, and took position in the centre of our line. 
McArthur’s brigade of Smith’s division was moved to the 
extreme right. . 

In the afternoon the Navy attacked the river batteries, 
and after a most terrible conflict of over an hour and a 
half were forced to withdraw. 

About two a. mM. on the 15th, General Grant received a 
note from Admiral Foote, requesting that he would come 
and see him as to the disposition of his vessels, that they 
were very much disabled; and in response to this note, at 
early dawn he started for the river. 

He had been gone buta short time when ‘he enemy, 
massing his forces in front of McClernard, passed out of 
his works, furiously attacked our extreme right, held by 
McArthur, rapidly extending his attack toward our left, 
until the whole of McClernard’s division was a hot parti- 
cipant in the furious combat, and for hours maintained the 
unequal conflict. McArthur was compelled to give way. 
Oglesby’s brigade showed signs of wavering, but held on 
until Gruft’s brigade of Lew. Wallace’s division arrived, 
| when, owing to want of ammunition, and severe losses, it 
passed out of line by regiments, from right to left, to 
the rear, leaving a battery in the hands of the enemy. 
John A. Logan’s regiment was the last to leave. Cruft

A NAUTICAL COLLEGE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Smr:—In the New York Herald of the 10th inst. ap- 
pears an abstract report of the Evening Star disaster, by 
Captain W. M. Mews, in which he “trusts that the at- 
tention of shipowners will be directed to the necessity 
which exists for the more complete manning, equipping 
and furnishing of the American Marine,” etc 

If by “furnishing” Captain Mews includes the furnish- 
ing of a thorough nautical education, we.entirely coincide 
with him. Let there be established in New York, asthe great 
commercial centre, a nautical college, where young gentle- 
men desirous of following the sea may be instructed in the 
theory and practice of navigation, in the principles of 
seamanship, in steam, and the laws relating to shipping 
matters, etc., and these frightful disasters will become less 
frequent. 

Graduates of this college should pass into the merchant 
service to subordinate positions, and thence rise through 
successive grades to command; and those only should be 
entrusted with command who can show a certificate of 
graduation and a fair record. Such a policy would, in a 
short time, work a complete reformation, and bring our 
mercantile marine up to the preéminence of Captain Mews’ 
aspirations. 

The amount of property annually committed to the care 
of seamen amounts to about two billions of dollars, while 
the losses by shipwreck—if we are to credit the statements 
of statisticians—foot up to twenty-five millions, leaving 
out of the account all consideration of human life. Surely 
interests and losses so vast will warrant the employment 
of means best calculated to prepare men for the discharge 
of duties of such great responsibility. 

But there is another view to take of this question, and 
one to which the general government cannot be indiffer- 
ent. As the War of the Rebellion demonstrated the great 
utility of State military schools, and the utter impossi- 
bility of one Government Military Academy supplying, in 
the contingency of war, a couatry so vast as ours with 
military men, so also did it show the necessity of having a 
body of educated seamen from whence to draw supplies in 
the event of another call for asudden and extensive expan- 
sion of the Navy. ’ 

View this question from what point you will, there 
seems to be everything favorable, and nothing opposed, to 
its gaining the suffrages of all enlightened citizens. L. 








GENERAL SHERIDAN AND THE CAVALRY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Srr :—In the last number of your journal I see a notice 
of Colonel Newhall’s book ‘‘ With General Sheridan in 
Lee’s Last Campaign,” and extracts therefrom. 

Allow me as one of the old Cavalry Corps of the Army 
of the Potomac, and one of the humble followers of its 
great leader, to express my acknowledgements to the 
author through the medium of your columns for the grati- 
fication his words have caused, not only to me, but also, I 
feel persuaded, to every soldier in that old fighting corps 
who shall see them. 

From the nature of our service and the paucity of cor- 
respondents with vim enough to follow the cavalry corps 
in its arduous expeditions, many of our most proudly 
cherished memories of the past are for us alone, and un- 
known to the general public in a great measure. 

Especially has the reputation of our General fallen be- 
hind its real merits, which I hold to be (without one grain 
of allowance) second to those of no General that ever 
lived. 

Most true are Colonel Newhall’s words, “he has been 
competent for every emergency that he has been called on 
to meet; and for the largest command he ever controlled,” 
and let me express my firm conviction and that which I 
feel sure every man who has served under him shares, that 
there is no army too large for him, no emergency too great 
for him to grapple with. 

There is one characteristic of Sheridan which alone 


‘stamps him as the first leader of his age, and which can- 


not be too much depended on in this estimate. It is his 
wonderful power of inspiring confidence in his troops. No 
other General in this war, or since the time of Napoleon, 
has possessed this power in so eminent a degree. Other 
Generals have been liked, and in the early days of the war, 
we can remember how McClellan was almost worshipped 
by his men, cheered whenever he appeared, etc., but to 
Sheridan alone, that I have seen, belongs this matchless 
confidence in his power. It did not break forth in cheers 
on parades or reviews, as in other men’s cases, for in fact I 
never heard him cheered for except on a battle-field; but 
no matter how great the odds against us, no matter how 
hard the fight had been against ua before, let that flag of 
red and white be seen coming to us and the word would go 
en like a flash, “It’s all right boys, here’s Philip 
Henry !” 

It seemed to us in every emergency as if he never could 
fail us, and he never did. Is not that, I ask, praise enough 
for any General ? 

Iam glad also to see at last a well-merited tribute to my 
old Colonel, Brevet Major-General Thomas C. Devin, now 
Lieutenant-Colonel of the Eighth U. 8. cavalry. A harder 
working and more meritorious officer, I believe, did not 
serve in the whole Army, and glad are all weof the old 
Sixth New York cavalry to see his praises in print. 

Reading that paragraph on the old cavalry leaders, it 
brings back many a dear memory of the past to us who 
went through that fierce struggle; and let me conclude by 
expressing the hope that the future will never loosen the 
ties of old comradeship in out hearts, separated though we 
may be by the varying chances of life; we who held only 
the minor posts in the old corps but did our best to help 
the common work.

Outside nothing but sea 
and sky; inside, nothing but the monotonous routine of 
duty. Occasionally a steamer is seen, and instantly specu- 
lation is active. Has shea mailon board? ‘That is the 
great question. Most likely she does not come in at all, 
and there the excitement ends. Speaking of the mail, by 
the way, ,it would be a good'thing if it were forwarded 
more uently, for;at present we ,s not receive two in a 
moni 

It is a fine place tor a prisop. as far as security, etc., are 
concerned, but is not much punishment to a military of- 
fender to be sent here, he being about as well off while a 
prisoner as he is in his regiment. The soldiers who are 
here to guard them have ‘the worst time of it. Prison- 
ers are, of course, sent for having committed some crime, 
either civil, political or military, but their guards for noth- 
ing at all, and as the personal liberty of both parties is 
= nearly equal, the punishment is, of course, ditto. 

me dissatisfaction exists among the larger portion of 
the soldiers, for this reason, Mr. Editor—they were enlisted 
for cavalry. Now, is it fair or just to enlist a man for cav- 
alry service, and then send him here, attaching him to a 
heavy artillery company, and making it most probable that 
he will never mounta horse or carry a sabre during the 
term of his enlistment? Will it not have a tendency to 
destroy the morale of the Army? If a man desiring to 
enter the Army takes the trouble to search for a cavalry 
recruiting rendezvous, is not he more likely to make an 
’ efficient cavalryman than one who cares not what he dées 
or where he goes, and enlists for the general service? But 
at present the latter has just as good a chance for getting 
to the cavalry as the former; and what is the result? Offi- 
eers and the inhabitants of the frontier are continually 
complaining of the inefficiency of the cavalry. In some 
cases they [—e the material is not good. And this is 
the reason. en who would rather not go are sent to it, 
and many of those who enlist for it are sent somewhere 
else, thus disappointing everybody. I have no doubt that 
men can be, and are, enlisted for dismounted artillery 
companies, who would really like the duty; but, sir, they 
are not the kind to make cavalry men of. ‘Those steady- 
going old fellows, who love their ease and comfort above all 
things, would do first-rate for this service ; but a young’ man, 
full of life, energy and enthusiasm, and having the dash 
and enterprise requisite to make him a good sabreur—is it 
not calculated to depress his energies and make him almost 
worthless to send oo to such apost asthis? Perhaps 
after five or ten years in the saddle he would just be fit for 
the duty. But would it not be wise for the Government 
to take advan of the prime of a man’s life for cavalry 
service? Let them do this, and there will be less com- 
plaints of its inefficiency. 

There are about 250 recruits at this post, attached to 
companies D, I, L and M of the Fifth artillery. Fully 
two-thirds of these were enlisted for cavalry, the balance 
for mounted service. They had every reason to calculate 
on seeing active service on the frontier, and the majority 
having previously served in cavalry, one can easily judge 
of their feelings of disappointment at being assigned to 
heavy artillery, and sent to the Dry Tortugas. ‘The whole 
affair, however, was admirably managed; our destination 
and regiment were kept profound secrets. We were under 
the charge of cavalry officers, and kvew nothing of our 
fate until we were within sight of the fort. It is nota 
very pleasant subject for us to think of or talk of, but the 
question frequently occurs, “ Does the Government know 
of these things?” Who can tell? Centaur.

ARMY OFFICERS’ PAY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal :} 


Sir :—The subject of the increase of officers’ pay is one 
of such vital importance that I may be pardoned for allud- 
ing to the oft-told tale; and as agitation of the matter, 
with a view to its proper appreciation, may possibly be pro- 
ductive of some benefit, I desire to add my testimony (re- 
garding its insufficiency) to that of your more able corre- 
spondents. nt 

In the days before the war, when the cost of living and 
of clothing was one-half the present rate, the pay of an 
officer could usually support him comfortably, and at that 
time payments were maul: in specie. He was also permitted 
to take a soldier as a servant, thereby savi me ten or 
fifteen dollars per month and the cost of his coool, Now 
all is changed, and out of his scanty pay, which is barely 
sufficient to keep him and his family from starvation, an 
officer of the United States Army is forced to keep a private 
servant, and, in many cases, is compelled to separate him- 
self from his family to eke out his pauper’s allowance. 

At the present rate of pay he is unable to live as a gen- 
tleman, and by his appearance to reéflect credit on the 
service, and do honor to the country for which he has 
fought. Take, for instance, the pay of a captain in the 
line at the reduced rates, viz., $1,537 50 ; against which 
sum éstimate the following expenses for a married man, 
viz., cost of board for officer, wife, and children, with one 
servant, say per month $100; pay of one sorvant per month, 
#12—$112 per month—$1,344 per year; remainder, $193 
50; cost of plain uniform, $75; cost of epaulets and hat, 
$50; cost of side arms and sash, $30 ; cost of two pairs of 
boots, $25—$180; these last four items req (with the 
exception of the epaulets), yearly renewal, and a balance 
of $13 50 is left him to further clothe himself and his fam- 


ily, and to meet contingent expenses during the year.

paying therefor $7, and he is further compelled, for hishealth | 
an to i i 


himself with an overcoat, at say 
$150. Thus it will be seen that year by year his difficulties 
increase, and his ex far overbalance hisincome. It 
is only by the exercise of a most rigid economy, and by 
denying himself and his family many of the necessaries of 
life, that he is able to live honorably and keep out of debt. 

Is thisa condition of things calculated to reflect credit 
upon our country; and can Congress any longer permit 
such a state of affairs to exist? The subject is worthy of 
serious consideration, and of immediate change. 

To remedy existing evils, I would suggest that the pay 
of an officer be fixed at a stated sum, subject only to the 
contingency of his being on detached service at the North, 
at a post distant from his regiment, in which case his pay 
should be reduced ten per cent. At present it is a great 
object with many to be so detached, as, in addition to the 
pay, they draw commutation for quarters and fuel, and 
have the further advantage of living with their families. 

The Army is certainly entitled to some consideration, 
and to maintain the dignity of the service officers should 
be enabled to live and to support their families in a becom- 
ing manner. It is the earnest hope of all that Congress 
will increase the pay of officers, and will thus relieve them 
from the intolerable anxiety regarding the support of those 
dependent upon them, which now oppresses them, and from 
the embarrassments with which they are surrounded.

NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 
To ihe Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sim :—In these days of general reform in ourjArmy, and 
suggestions innumerable, for the elevation of the rank and 
file, [have failed to observe one solitary writer touch 
upon, or advocate, one of the most important reforms that 
can be made. I allude toa etter selection of, or rather to a 
more particular manner of selecting, the non-commissioned 
officers in a company, for as the company is the unit, it 
follows, like anything else, that if i¢ has good and efficient 
non-commissioned officers, the whole regiment will have 
them, provided the rule ismade general. Officers of un- 
questioned ability have advocated the choosing and ap- 
pointing of non-commissioned officers for special qualities, 
both moraly and educational. 

During a long course of service I have seen some order- 
ly sergeants who could scarcely write, and equally igno- 
rant in other matters. The privilegeof beitig able to have 
a compaay clerk does not alter the deficiency. A good 
sound rule to follow would be to make the private whom 
the company commander wished to appoint corporal un- 
dergo a slight examination in the three great requisites, 
viz., reading, writing and arithmetic. Every person who 
has served in the Regular Army,'either as a commissioned 
officer, or in the ranks, knows that to make a good and 
efficient sergeant major, or quartermaster’s sergeant, the 
man most be a fair English scholar, or must have had a 
good common school education, at least such are the men 
I have always seen selected tor those grades. The system 
of promotion by seniority ought to be carried out in the 
non-commissioned grades as well as those higher, and the 
principle to follow should be never to make a man a cor- 
poral who was not capable of being a sergeant major. 
Moral qualifications should be taken into serious consider- 
ation as well as educational, for a drinking, swearing 
corporal or sergeant will never command the necessary 
respect which his office requires, to uphold and enforce his 
authority. Show me a set of good non-commissioned 
officers of one company and you may rely upon ‘hat com- 
pany as being a good one. I write from personal experi- 
ence when I say that the non-commissioned officers of a 
company have a powerful effect in the company for good or 
evil, and their example has much to do with the efficiency 
and discipline of the men. I have known first sergeants 
who would have a crowd of privates after taps in their room 
drinking and gambling, cursing and swearing, until late in 
the night. Does any man of sense imagine that these 
men would, or could, have the same respect for those first 
sergeants as they would if such things were not done? 
And I assure you this is not a solitary case. If the first 
sergeants were selected on purely moral and educational 
grounds, these things would not happen. Some officers 
may think I attach too much importance to the positions 
in the various non-commissioned grades, but to elevate the 
rank and file of the Army, and have good soldiars, obedi- 
ent, respectful, disciplined, you must begin with the private, 
and follow it up step by step, grade by grade. You must 
make the corporal feel that he is selected out of a number 
for particular qualities, and let the privates see it, and so 
on through every grade, and must try and pick a man 
who, to use an old Army saying, “ will not go back on 
you.” Numbers of the non-commissioned officers of our 
old Army were promoted during the late war to commis- 
sioned officers, but we have seen since the war ended a 
“ weeding out” among these very men, some of them 
having been dismissed for the very practices I have before 
men ioned, drunk: nness, etc., several of whom I knew per- 
sonally and did duty with ten years ago—men whom I 
well knew could not hold their positions a month after 
their fighting qualities were no longer needed ; all of 
which goes to prove, that to make a good officer some- 
thing more is needed than brute courage. 

Fully one-haif the numerous desertions of our Army 
are caused by the petty tyranny of non-commissioued officers 
—I have known fifteen or twenty men desert from one 
company in 1856, on our Western plains, 180 miles from 
the nearest settlements, on account of the petty tyrannical 
conduct of two of our sergeants, one of them the first 
sergeant, and{ I have overheard our officers wonder at it, 
not dreaming for an instant the real cause, but there was 
not a man out of forty or fifty who could not have told 
them. I can give both the company and regiment, and I 
doubt not some of our old officers still in the service can 
call to mind the circumstance I allude to. 

I but quote these cases to show where the reform is 
needed to a very, very great extent. Oxp Sorpier.

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A GLORIOUS ARMY. 
N the current issue of the JouRNAL may be found 
the eloquent oration delivered by Brevet Major- 
General Raw inas before the Society of the Army of 
the Tennessee, at its second annual re-union, on 
Wednesday of last week, in Cincinnati. Of this fine 
monograph the most fitting praise is to pronounce it 
worthy of the men whose achievements it celebrates. 
Illustrious array of heroes, their rolls contain the very 
highest names in the war’s record, and their banners 
tell, in pithy legends, the story of four victorious 
years, from Shiloh to Goldsboro’, and of continental 
campaigning from the Mississippi to the Roanoke. 
Of this Army General GRANT avers, ‘‘ as an Army it 
‘* never sustained a single defeat during four years of 
“* war,”’ adding that ‘‘ no officer was ever assigned to 
‘the command of that Army who had afterward to 
“‘be relieved from duty or reduced to a less com- 
‘* mand.” The, records of how many Armies can 
parallel this? Of it General SverMAn declares, ‘‘of 
** all things what pleased me best was the noble confi- 
‘dence and good feeling that always pervaded that 
“‘Army;’’ and the best evidence of the kindly 
cameraderg and the genial friendship which still are 
glowing, is in the success of its late meeting, where to 
every officer of the old Army of the Tennessee was 
stretched out a warm right hand of friendship. ‘ 

The Army of the Tennessee had five commanders— 
Grant, SHERMAN, McPuerson, Howarp and 
LoGAN—whose names carry their own eulogies. It 
contained, beside these, in the words of Howarp, 
‘a galaxy of noble heroes—Loaan, BLAIR, Woops, 
“the three Smrrnus, Leacerr, Hazen, Corse, 
“Force, Futter, and a host of others,” such as 
Osrernaus, Mower, Dopar, McCLernanp, with 
such of the gallant dead as McPuerson, Ransom, 
Harker. And even from the splendid Army of the 
Cumberland it claims a share in the honor of its great 
names, for THomAs and Rosecrans had commanded 
troops of the Army of the Tennessee, the former at 
Corinth, and the latter at Iuka and Corinth ; and by 
the same token it draws lustre from the fames of Orp 
and SHeripAN. Under its own name or under ear- 
lier ones, the soldiers of this Army fought throughout 
the Mountain Zone, through the Gulf States, and 
at last, when all else had been overcome by their vic- 
torious legions, they streamed resistlessly along the 
Atlantic seaboard. From Missouri and Arkansas to 
Virginia, their camp fires were lighted, and their bat- 
fle-fields stretch from Belmont to Arerasboro. 

The example set by this Society, to perpetuate the 
cordial feelings and soldierly sympathies which so dis- 
tinguished its members in the field, is worthy of imi- 
tation. It would be a difficult, perhaps an impossible 
matter, to form a precisely similar society of the 
officers of all the armies for the same purposes—though 
the Loyal Legion is a great move in an analogous 
direction. Accordingly, local organizations become 
desirable, especially in so broad a country as ours. 
Army pride is as commendable as corps pride and 
regimental pride ; and how fine and ennobling to the 
service were the generous and soldierly rivalries of 
sub-divisions in actual campaigning, and how dear still 
are the feelings symbolized by some corps cross or 
crescent, or some division arrow or band, needs no 
preof. In all armies, the world over, this feeling of 
friendly emulation is sedulously cultivated; and in 
ours, albve all, where a higher motive than mere love 
of adventure and comradeship stimulated the citizen- 
soldiery of the nation, there was little fear of evil 
result. Far above any prestige of Army of the 
Potomac, or of the James, or the Cumberland, or the 
Ohio, or the Tennessee, is the glory of being a soldier 
in the Army of the Union. That broader and more 





lasting distinction is, after all, what is mainly coveted, 
and these subordinate associations can never overleap 
their proper bounds. As the scenes of battle recede, 
also, we perceive that to have been a Union soldier 
will be an immortal renown, while the special title of 
the corps or division may soon sink into a matter of

MAN, in his letter to Lieutenant-Colonel Dayton, 


219 | Secretary of the Society, regretting the necessity of 
being absent, avoids asserting any superiority for his 
oo, | Old Army over others. Earlier, he was not wont to be 


so reticent on this point. In the famous Vicksburg 
campaign, when GRANT made his movement on Grand 
Gulf, it will be remembered that SHERMAN was in 
favor of attacking the north front of Vicksburg, and 
of adopting the line of the Yallabusha as the base. 
He suggested a plan of campaign to General GRANT, 
commencing: ‘‘ My own opinions are, first, that the 
** Army of the Tennessee is far in advance of the other 
‘* grand armies.’’ And after this preface, he went on 
with his suggestions. Of the Fifteenth corps, after he 
had ceased to be its commander, he wrote in his official 
report that, in spite of ‘‘a seeming vanity,” he would 
‘“‘assert that there is no better body of soldiers in 
‘* America than it, or who have done more or better 
‘“‘ service.” And his biographer says that ‘‘ when 
‘* SHERMAN commanded the Fourth corps, 7 was, in 
‘* his estimation, the’ best corps in the armies of the 
‘* United States.” Now, however, that he has com- 
manded at one time the Armies of the Cumberland, 
of the Tennessee, and of the Ohio, he does not care 
to discriminate between them on the point of excel- 
lence. 

During the heat of the struggle, different armies, 
corps, divisions, nay, regiments and companies, could 
not always justly appreciate each other's services, 
though they fought under the same banner. A natural 
pride in their own organization once prevented this 
just estimate, and so it was, also, with different arms 
of the service in the same army. The cavalry could 
never quite do ample justice to the infantry, nor the 
infantry to the cavalry ; the sailors sometimes laughed 
a little at the soldiers, and the soldiers at the sailors. 
BueEtu’s Army on the field of Shiloh could not quite 
appreciate the difficulties under which GRANT’s Army 
had labored on the day preceding, the unfortunate 6th 
of April; the Army of the Potomac not always did jus- 
tice to the Army of the James; some of the Western 
soldiers used to think people did not know how to 
fight in Virginia, while some of the Eastern thought 
no hard fighting was done, to speak of, beyond 
the Alleghanies. All this is otherwise now. 
The true note was struck by General GRANT, 
when he declared, ‘“‘ it has been my fortune to see the 
** Armies of both the West and the East fight battles, 
‘* and from what I have seen I know there is no dif- 
‘ference in their fighting qualities. The 
‘splendid achievements of each have nationalized 
‘* our victories. All have a proud record.’’ In like 
manner, General RAWLINGS finds enough in the mag- 
nificent record of the Army of the Tennessee on 
which to build its fame, without comparisons and 
contrasts with comrade armies. With equa! pride 
the story will now be read by soldiers of other armies 
than that which mainly furnished his auditors, since 
the glory he signalizes is national, and has passed 
into a national inheritance. 

Coming, as this address does, from General Raw- 
LINGS, an officer whose name and fame are indis- 
solubly linked with those of General GRANT, one of 
the oldest of his military family, hiis Chief of Staff 
from the outset of the war throughout all its check- 
ered course to its close, and to the present moment, it 
becomes one of great importance. No unofficial ac- 
counts of the actions with which General GRANT was 
concerned would carry greater weight than this. The 
intimacy of its author with the commanding General's 
plans, projects, and private opinions, gives this history 
what is equivalent to the latter’s sanction. Its whole 
tone and hue have, doubtless, been derived from con- 
stant familiarity with the ideas of the General, as 
well as from personal experience. It is in view of its 
importance as a contribution to the history of the 
war, that we give this address to the readers of the 
JOURNAL.

THE STEAM FRIGATE FRANKLIN, 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sim :—My attention has just been directed to an editoria) 
in your paper of the 3d instant, containing statements cop. 
cerning the machinery of the new steam frigate Frankliy 
which are so utterly erroneous that the person who far. 
nished them must have grossly imposed upon you. 

Your editorial pretends to give the facts which occurred 
during the seventy-two hours’ contract trial of this ma. 
chinery at the dock. What will your readers say when 
they are informed that no such trial has ever been made, 
that the machinery is not yet completed, that it has not 
been offered for trial by the contractors, and that the ae. 
count so circumstantially detailed in your pages is a pure 
invention ? 

The only trial that has been made was the running of 
the engines at the dock by the contractors for a few hours, 
in order to ascertain if all the joints were tight and the 
moving parts in proper adjustment, before they proceeded 
to complete the work. This is just the trial which all new 
engines are subjected to by their builders as soon as they 
are in a condition to be moved by steam. Whatever leaky 
joints are then discovered are made tight while the remain- 
der of the work advances to completion. In the present 
case it was found that some vacuum joint about the con- 
denser leaked air, a trivial imperfection of workmanship, 
easily remedied. During the few hours the engines were 
in operation, they were worked at 22 revolutions per min- 
ute (about half their maximum speed at sea) with perfectly 
cool journals. The performance of the machinery during 
the few hours of this trial is described by the superintend- 
ing engineer for the Government, Chief Engineer J. W. 
Moore, U. 8. N., as follows: “The journals worked per- 
fectly cool, and have had no water at all on them.” “The 
engines worked with remarkable smoothness, passing their 
centres easily and with great uniformity, are easily han- 
dled and very quiet.” ‘The boilers are thoroughly tight 
and make steam freely; the superheating boilers gave no 
trouble whatever, but worked entirely satisfactorily.” 

The furnace doors were kept wide open throughout the 
few hours the machinery was operated, and, notwithstand- 
ing an immense volume of cold air was thus thrown upon 
the uptakes and superheating tubes, yet the steam was 
superheated from four to five degrees. 

As the temperature of the feed-water was 93 degrees, it 
is obvious the condensation effected by the surface con- 
denser was all that can be desired. 

Indeed, the number of falsehoods in your editorial is 
about equal to the number of its statements, while the opin- 
ions expressed parallel in accuracy and malevolence the 
invented facts ; and I regret to add, that these remarks 
apply with too much truth to all the comments which have 
appeared in your journal on the machinery designed by 
the Bureau of Steam Engineering.

As to the 
special facts in reference to the machinery which out 
article presents, we simply observe that our informant 
is a competent judge of matters pertaining to marine 
engineering, and that he was himself a witness to the 
facts.

It is certainly a novel idea to use 
engines before they are completed to ascertain whether 
to go on with the work. Without doubt, the com- 
pletion of the work to which he alludes consists sim- 
ply in lagging the pipes and painting the machinery. 
The fac-simile of the indicator diagrams with which 
we accompany this article may perhaps wear a suffi- 
ciently familiar look to Mr. IsHERWOOD to convince 
him that our information in regard to the results of 
he trial of the Franklin’s engines is not lightly to be 
Dee I set aside.

This former letter was intrinsically so weak that its 
only importance was derived from its endorsement by 
the PRESIDENT as a fair exposition of his views. Its 
ohject was to warn the people against the ‘‘ encroach- 
‘** ments of Congress on the Executive,”’ to prove that 
it would not do for the PrestpEnt to ‘‘ yield’’ any- 
thing in his ideas, and that the Legislative branch 
was all wrong and the Executive all right. 

Again, we are told by a Government organ of an 
effort now making by leading men of all parties, to 
‘* induce the PRESIDENT, in consideration of a general 
‘** amnesty, to induce the people of the South to ac- 
‘* cept impartial suffrage.” Barring the ‘‘ inducing,”’ 
this seems a plausible scheme, the more especially as 
the amnesty would get rid of the theory that the 
leading insurgents committed a crime which ought to 
be punished. A few days later we are told that ‘‘ the 
‘* PRESIDENT lends a willing ear to all suggestions to 
‘*accommodate the differences between himself and 
‘*Congress.’’ So good an authority as the Chicago 
Times tells the experience of a prominent politician, 
a week ago, who ‘‘found the PRESIDENT indisposed to 
‘*make any more removals from office on political 
‘* grounds,”’ and learned that he ‘‘ intended to leave 
‘*the reconstruction question hereafter entirely in the 
‘* hands of Congress,” and further, that he intended 
‘* no factious opposition to this body,” and ‘‘ resented 
‘* with indignation the intimation that he did not in- 
‘* tend to execute the laws which had been made over 
** his veto.’’ Finally, he was in favor of impartial 
suffrage. On the other hand, we find well-known 
champions of Congress in friendly consultation at the 
White House. Is not this an advance over the tur- 
bulence and rancor of the past Summer? Then Con- 
gressmen defied the PRESIDENT, and threatened him 
with impeachment. He, in turn, publicly styled the 
leading Senators and Represenatives as ‘‘ traitors,’’ 
and arraigned Congress as a body unfit to govern, in 
his campaign speeches to the people. A complete 
revolution, not only in expression, but in ideas, must 
have been effected among these former enemies, and 
there is a bright hope for the public.

& Tur Executive Committee of the Protective War Claim 
Association, of New York, have made a final report of their 
operations from January 19, 1863, to November 1, 1866, 
at which date the remaining business was transferred to 
the immediate charge and control of the United States 
Sanitary Commission for final adjustment. The Committe, 
consists of Howarp Potrrer, THEopoRE Roosevetr and 
Wittram E. Donesz, Jr. The expenses of the Association 
have beén $35,875 inclusive of $6,100 expended for Bureau 
of Employment and Soldier’s Messenger Corps, 

In addition to preparing and filing applications for pen- 
sions, arrears of pay and prize money, general informa- 
tion and advice has been given relative to military and 
naval matters. 

The Association has, through its Bureau of Employ- 
ment, obtained situations for two thousand discharged and 
disabled soldiers. It has also uniformed and stationed 
forty messengers, who were permanently disabled soldiers. 

No charges have been made for these services, thus aiding 
soldiers in obtaining employment, and saving to them, 
their widows and representatives, the usual fees of claim 
agents.

Tue industrious inventer of the needle gun has com- 
pleted a number of new weapons, of which one is a rifle 
made entirely of iron and with a semi circular hook at the 
but-end of the gun. Into this the shoulder fits and 
steadies the gun. ‘The barrel has a coating of some com- 
position which prevents the fingers from being scorched 
after continued use. It is three pounds lighter and seven 
shillings (English) cheaper than the present needle gun, 
and in the hands of a good marksman hits a man 1,000 
paces off. A larger size of this weapon throws 1,500 
paces with effect, and the projectile by bursting into eight 
pieces at the moment of striking has the effect of a small 
shell. Ammunition wagons areas easily exploded with 
this missile as by shot thrown from a cannon, and as the 
weight of the instrument permits it to be borne by men of 
ordinary strength, its inventor looks upon it as ono of his 
pet productions. The mechanism of both arms is the 
same as in the needle gun, with some improvements, 
among which is the provision for the rapid retreat of the 
needle after performing its work of striking the fulminate. 
This ensures somewhat greater rapidity of discharge and 
keeps the needle from the injurious action of the fire. 
This is one of the vulnerable points of the famous zund 
nadelgewehr, and it is now the practice in Prussia to 
supply every soldier with two reserve needles. The third 
produétion of Herr von Dreyse is an easily portable, 
breech-l oading double-barreled cannon. It has its am- 
munition chest inserted between the two tubes, and the 
horse-shoe termination to embrace the shoulder. One man 
is sufficient to work each barrel, the ammunition being 
propelled toward the gunner by a simplo movement, and 
falling into its place as soon as the valve is opened. Each 
barrel fires an average of four shots per minute. Those 
who have seen the performance of the weapon have been 
much struck with the idea of destructiveness which the 
rapid discharge of the shots produces: Two sizes have 
been made corresponding to the three-pounder and six- 
pounder of the Prussian service. A conical projectile from 
the heavier sort was seen to penetrate an iron plate two 
inches thick, and ignite the wooden frame behind it, at 
2,000 paces. ‘The few models of these double guns which 
have been made are in the hands of the Prussian war 
office, undergoing the closest scrutiny. ‘These inventions 
are another proof that the experience of the moderns with 
an immensely varied assortment of weapons scientifically 
designed, often leads back to the earliest dispositions used 
after the invention of gunpowder. 





Ir is announced that an important change is to take 
place in French naval artillery.. After a series of satis- 
factory experiments it has been decided that three de- 
scriptions of cannon shall be employed in the armaments of 
the fleet. First, a gun of twenty-four centimetres (about 
9.6 inches) calibre, and fourteen thousand kilogrammes 
weight (about fourteen tons), throwing steel shot of one 
hundred and forty-five kilogrammes (about three hundred 
and sixteen pounds) ; second, a gun of nineteen centi- 
metres bore, eight thousand kilogrammes weight, and 
throwing projectiles of seventy-five kilogrammes; third, a 
gun of sixteen centimetres bore, throwing an oblong pro- 
jectile of forty-five kilogrammes. The two first of these 
were the weapons inspected by the Emperor at Biarritz on 
board the Magnanime. The lar gest can send a ball nearly 
six hundred metres (about six thousand, five hundred and 
pfifty yards. A still larger piece will be made for batteries 
and coast defences. 











In spite of the continued reports of great victories in 
Athens, the Turks seem to be making steady headway 
inst the Cretans. But the manner in which the plan 
of operations has been carried into execution reveals the 
inefficient condition of the Ottomanservice. The practice 
of making pipe-bearers colonels, and _ brothers-in-law 
captains of ships has been carried too far, and it makes 
good soldiers and fine frigates useless. Evorything has 
been ill done except when Mustarna Pasua has been able 
to oversee the movements, and even then things were not 
always well done. The column under Mustarna’s own 
direction, which has marched out of Canea fhalf-a-dozen 
times, has not advanced an average of more than ten miles 
in six weeks. It is curious that the Mussulman troops in 
Crete are maintained by money borrowed by the Porte 
from Greek merchants.

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AMERICAN CAVALRY OF THE REVOLUTION. 
Coronzt A. G. Brackett contributes to The Galay a very 


valuable article under the above heading. The readers of | and 


the Journat will be interested in the following extract: 

Fge.tne some interest in the American cavalry which 
served during the Revolutionary War, and which properly 
belonged to the Continental line, the writer of this article 
has been at considerable pains to ascertain their organ- 
ization, the names of the officers, and such other matters 
connected with them as cannot fail to be of interest to the 
people of the United States, both North and South. This 
cavalry did some very good service on several occasions, 
and aided in no small degree in achieving our national in- 
dependence. They were few in number, but were com- 
manded by officers who took great pains with them, and 
who led them gallantly whenever an opportunity offered. 

The first cavalry troop which was raised during the 
Revolutionary struggle was in Virginia, and was author. 
ized by the Convention of Williamsburg, on the 13th of 
June, 1776. Theodorick Bland was appointed captain of 
this troop, and it served for some time in the State where 
it was raised. Five companies more were raised, and the 
whole six were then organized into the First regiment of 
light dragoons, and placed under the command of Bland, 
who was promoted to the rank of lieutenant-colonel com- 
mandant. In September, 1777, this regiment joined the 
main Army, and was attached to the division commanded 
by Lord Sterling. Bland was present in Pulaski’s com- 
mand during the battle of Brandywine, on the 11th of 
September, 1777, and served under him for some time 
afterward. Pulaski understood English imperfectly, is 
the following quaint order from him to Colonel Bland will 
show :

In January, 1778, Bland’s regiment of light dragoons 
was qu at Winchester, Virginia, and in March Gen- 
eral Washington, then at Valley Forge, selected him, in 
company with Colonel George Baylor, to purchase six 
enteel cavalry horses in Virginia and North Carolina 
for the Continental service. In August of the same year 
he was ordered to report at headquarters with such horses 
and recruits as he proc In November, 1779, 
Colonel Bland retired from service, and was succeeded in 
command by Colonel Walton 8S. White, of Virginia. 
Bland was afterward delegate in Congress from Vir- 
ginia. 

The Second regiment of light dragoons was commanded 
by Colonel Elisha Sheldon, of Connecticut, and was made 
up mostly of Eastern men. This was a fine regiment, and 
appears to have boen an especial favorite of Washington. 
A portrait of Sheldon, painted by Trumbull, may be seen 
in the rotunda of the Capitol of Washington. The uniform 
of Sheldon’s light horse was a black leather helmet, with 
horse-hair falling crest ; a blue coatee, faced with buff ; 
buff breeches and huge jack boots. This is the same uni- 
form as that worn by Lee’s Legion, and was, in fact, the 
regular uniform of the Continental cavalry during that 
war, though Moylan’s regiment wore a different one. 

The Third regiment of light dragoons was commanded 
by Colonel George Baylor, of Virginia; William Wash- 
ington was lieutenant-colonel. He was from South Caro- 
lina, and an excellent officer. Colonel Baylor, with a 
portion of the regiment, was surprised, and his men cut 
to pieces, at Old Tappan, on the Hackensack River, Sep- 
tember 24, 1778, by a party of British soldiers under com- 
mand of Brigadier-General Grey. Out of one hundred 
and four privates, sixty-seven were killed, wounded or 
taken prisoners. Colonel Baylor was dangerously wounded 
and made prisoner. Lieutenant-Colonel Washington, with 
another portion of the regiment, was more successful in 
the South inst the enemy, and this portion of it was 
called “ Washington’s Legion.” It gained a very high 
reputation, and was beyond a doubt an excellent body of 


troops. 

The Fourth regiment of light dragoons was commanded 
by Colonel Stephen Moylan, an Irishman by birth, but 
appointed from the State of Pennsylvania. In these days 
we are apt to think that our old Revolutionary heroes were 
poorly supplied with arms, clothing, ammunition, etc., 
but this was far from being the case, except in certain 
instances. It certainly was vot true with regard to Moy- 
lan’s regiment, which was kept in the highest state of 
discipline and efficiency ; and a French gentleman who was 
travelling through the States during the war, pronounces 
Moylan a finished gentleman, and his dragoons as fine 
mounted troops as he bad ever seen ; and this gentleman 
had seen most of the armies of Europe. Moylan was made 
a brigadier-general by brevet, November 3, 1783. 

The cavalry legion of the Duke of Lauzun, a French 
nobleman, came to this country from France, and served 
until the close of the Revolutionary war. It numbered 
six hundred men, was finely uniformed and equipped, and 
did good service, which has never been properly appre- 
ciated by our countrymen, who were too much given to 
extolling themselves and entirely ignoring the gallant 
Frenchmen who so nobly aided us in the hour of our 
trial. ‘The good Washington thought highly of this com- 
mand, and when it sailed for France, he wrote a letter to 
the duke thanking him for his services and highly com- 
mending him. Upon his returnto France, Lauzun com- 
manded a regiment of huzzars in the service of Louis XVI. 
These men were true to the king, and assisted him in his 
attempted escape with Marie Antoinette in the “ Journey 
to Varennes.” 

“Lee's Legion,” commanded by Lieutenant Colonel 
commandant Henry Lee, or “ Light Horse Harry,’ was 
a regular Continental organization, and did more real 
fighting than any cavalry corps during the war. It con-

sisted of five companies. The officers of this legion were,

Winston ; Sergeant-Major John Champe; Captains Pat- 
rick Carnes, Ferdinand O’ Neal, James Armstrong, Michael 
Rudolph ana George Handy ; Lieutenants Lawrence Man- 
ning, Peter Johnson, William Lewis (died), George Car- 
rington and George Guthrie ; Cornets Robert Power, John 
Jordan, William Middleton, Albion Throckmorton and 
William B. Harrison; Ensign Clement Carrington. 

Sergeant Champe enjoyed the confidence of Washing- 
ton, and was employed by him on several expeditions of a 
secret nature. One of these, which had for its object the 
capture of the traitor General Arnold, was very near being 
successful, On account of his faithfulness and good con- 
duct Champe obtained much distinction. 

Adjutant Winston was an excellent officer, and after the 
close of the Revolutionary War, was selected to command 
the first “‘ squadron ’’ of United States cavalry ever formed 
under the present Federal Government. This was by an 
act of Congress of March 5, 1792, and Winston had the 
rank of “‘ Major Commandant.” Major Michael Rudolph 
commanded the squadron for a short time before Winston, 
but he soon left the service. 








THE CONGREVE ROCKET SYSTEM. 
WE conclude from our last number the extracts from 
Sir W. Congreve’s Rocket Treatise, as furnished by a cor- 
respondent to the Mechanics’ Magazine : 


It has been said that the rocket is a most expensive 
weapon, and that its first cost was enormous, but if the 
difference of the cost of the rocket ammunition compared 
with that of artillery were ten times what it is, the absence 
of the enormously expensive charges attendant upon artil- 
lery in its transport, as well as in the first cost of its re- 
quisite apparatus, and in the wear and tear thereof, would 
be found to yield an immense saving. The fact, however, 
is that the cost of the rocket itself is in some descriptions 
of the ammunition, and in the heaviest calibres, even less 
than the corresponding rounds of artillery. Thus, the 
cost of a spherical carcass with the charge of powder re- 
quired to project it 3,000 yards, is £2 1s. 1d., without reck- 
oning for mortars, mortar-bed, platform, etc.; while that 
of a 42-pounder rocket carcass, which requires no appa- 
ratus whatever to project the same quantity of combustible 
matter to the same distance, is only £1 19s. So also in 
comparing the shell-rocket with the shrapnel-shell round 
for round, the cost of the larger natures of the latter ex- 
ceeds that of the corresponding natures of shell-rockets, 
and is but little less in the smaller. 

Now when it is recollected that the shrapnel-shell re- 
quires all the expensive apparatus of artillery to project 
it, and that on the other hand, the rocket may be used in 
quantities at least one hundred-fold greater, either by ex- 
isting infantry or cavalry regiments, and absolutely with- 
out any additional charge for its use, or without deducting 
from the other duties of the men employed, I trust that 
little doubt can remain of the economy of the rocket sys- 
tem ; not only indeed where comparison is made with the 
shrapnel-shell, in which the difference of the first cost is so 
trifling, but even where common round shot are used, in 
which, certainly, there is a considerably greater difference 
in the relative first prices. Yet will the difference in this 
cost also vanish when the balance of the other expenses 
incident to the use of the cheapest artillery ammunition is 
brought into the calculation. It is an absolute fact that 
during the Egyptian campaign every round of ordinary 
artillery ammunition on an average cost the government 
£20! Even in the most expensive use of the rocket, that 
of the establishment of the troop armed with carriages, 
etc., constructed on purpose, such we have scen is the com- 
parative cheapness of the apparatus, such the difference of 
expense in the number of horses required to carry into the 
field the same number of bouches a feu and the same quan- 
tity of ammunition that no length of transport, no local 
circumstances whatever, could raise the charges of the use 
of the rocket in any degree at all to be compared te those 
which are inseparable from the employment of artillery. 

But I repeat that if the rocket be used on its true prin- 
ciple, that is to say, by distributing it largely to all existing 
corps—if, as I hope to see practised, the flank companies 
of infantry regiments, and two squadrons of cavalry reg- 
iments shall be armed with rockets, so as, in fact, to give 
the whole army the power of artillery everywhere, and the 
expense of it nowhere, then, indeed, there will be no ex- 
tra charge to add to the first cost of the ammunition, and 
the full benefit of the economy of the system will be de- 
réved. The power of using the heaviest projectiles of ar- 
tillery, with the facility of musketry, yet without any di- 
minution of force or range, and with all the precision re- 
quisite for general action, is one which is not to be with- 
stood, as armies are now constituted and manceuvred. 
The great military states of Europe, accordingly, are now 
striving to obtain this weapon, and ultimately, of course, 
they must succeed. ‘This, I am aware, has been stated as 
a source of objection to this invention. In answer to it, 
therefore, I shall adduce the following arguments— First, 
as the only limit to the quantity of fire that can be brought 
to bear on any point is the quantity of rockets that can be 
accumulated on that point, it is evident that the rocket, 
however powerful in attack, is still more so in defence, be- 
cause there really is no limit to the quantity of ammuni- 
tion that may thus be accumulated for the defence of any 
important post or pass. This property therefore makes 
the rocket, if properly applied, an arm more to be desired 
than feared in all situations. Another property of the 
rocket having a similar tendency is that it makes the few 
who have the pecuniary means equal to the many. Even, 
therefore, if this property went to establish an equilibrium 
between the power of large and small states, England, with 
her limited population, but possessing unlimited means of 
thus accumulating the mechanical powers of war, would 
be rather a gainer than a loser by it, while it is evident, 
also, that the general cause of humanity must gain by 
every military invention which neutralizes the efforts of 
mere numerical superiority. But even if it were a well- 
founded objection, it is now too late to make it. The pow- 





ers of the rocket are too well known and acknowledged to 


Se 
allow it ever to sink into oblivion, and our obvious Policy 
therefore, is to keep the lead we have obtained in the Dos. 
session of this weapon, not only by urging every Possible 
further improvement, but by extending its organization 
and use to the utmost. ‘ 

I shall conclude by adducing some very important Proofs 
of the durability of the rocket ammunition. In the firg 
place, I refer to an experiment made some few years sing 
to ascertain the state of preservation of some of the fir 
constructed rockets; part of which had been made 
ward of seventeen years, had been sent on various 
ditions to different parts of the world, to the Baltic, to 
North America, to the river Plate, and to the Mediterrs. 
nean, where they had remained several years in ston 
Greater vicissitudes of climate or longer voyages could not 
well be found; and yet these rockets, at the end of seven. 
teen years, the last five of which they had been kept in g 
casemate in Dover Castle (no very dry magazine), wer, 
found, by every possible mode of proof, to have undergong 
no perceptible deterioration since their first making, ingo. 
much that the Board of Ordnance determined on stil] keer. 
ing them in store for future service. What, let me ask 
would have been the state of any other known ammunition 
under similar circumstances? The truth is, that the rocket 
being enclosed in a metallic case, impervious to air op 
moisture, with common care is scarcely susceptible of jp. 
jury, and I have accordingly fired rockets after they had 
been under water for several hours. When such proofy 
are adduced of the general durability of this weapon, it 
can, I think, scarcely be supposed that, with common and 
ordinary precaution, even a voyage to India can deterio. 
rate them ; and when once delivered in good condition, the 
climate will have, of course, no more effect upon them 
after the voyage than if they had been made in that coun. 
try. 








° OBITUARY, 


COLONEL WILLIAM G. FREEMAN. 


Iv this brief announcement in a daily paper, “ Died— 
At Cornwall, Pa., on Monday, November 12, Colonel 
William G. Freeman, of Washington, D. C.,” many of 
the friends of the deceased will have received the first sad 
information both of his sickness and death. 

Remarkable for very domestic habits and close attention 
to business, Colonel Freeman was but little known to the 
public in general, although he had been in the Army 
eighteen years, and during that period had filled several 
offices of great responsibility. 

Having received an appointment as cadet at the early 
age of fifteen, he was graduated at nineteen with an hon- 
orable position in his class, receiving a commission in the 
artillery, and throughout his academic career having 
shown great intelligence and zeal in the performance of 
his duties. After joining his regiment, he served with 
great efficiency through the Florida war, as major of a 
regiment of Creek Volunteers, and was brevetted “ for 
gallantry on several occasions, and uniform good conduct 
in the war against the Florida Indians.” 

Colonel Freeman subsequently was on duty at the Mili- 


tillery Tactics; and was transferred from this duty to 
that of Assistant Adjutant-General, with the rank of 
captain ,in the staff, but still holding his regimental com- 
mission. He remained on this duty until March 31, 1856, 
when he resigned; having received the successive staff 
grades of brevet major and brevet lieutenant-colonel 
“for meritorious conduct, particularly in the performance 
of his duty, in the prosecution of the war with Mexico.” 
In all of these positions, Colonel Freeman won, as he 
had merited, the entire confidence of Lieutenant-General 
Scott and General R. Jones, the Adjutant-General, his 
immediate military superiors, by his untiring application 
to the duties of his office, his unflinching advocacy of 
the rights of all officers, and his opposition to meretric- 
ious claims. . 
Having retired from*the service, owing to physical dis- 
ability, Colonel Freeman was unable to take any active 
mili position during the Rebellion. Coming trom the 
same district in Virginia as General George H. Thomas, 
General John Newton and Colonel Baylor, he gave to the 
Government all his moral support against the Rebellion 
and its sympathizers. 
In private life Colonel Freeman was noted for his amen- 
ity, his strict and prompt attention to all calls of duty, 
for his earnestness in conversation, and above all for high 
moral rectitude. M.

E1cutn Reoment.—A drill of this regiment, in Casey’s Tactict, 
took place, at Tompkins Square, on Thursday of last week. The 
regiment turned out some 250 strong, under the command of Colonel 
J.M. Varian. The battalion was, for purposes of drill, divided inte 
eight companies, the ninth Company (K) being absent, and also the 
troop. We cannot here forbear again entering our protest against 8 
body of cavalry being allowed to form a portion of an infantry regi- 
ment. The Eighth is a fine organization, and the Washington Grey 
troop is a good one, but an infantry regiment should be composed of 
ten companies of the line, a body of cavalry being entirely out of 
place in an infantry organization. The regiment and the troop each 
do well in their places, but we hope ere long to see the troop de- 
tached. 

But to the drill, which was to have comprehended all of the bat- 
talion movements laid down in the second volume of Casey’s Ta 
tics. The men and officers went through the evolutions required 
them with great steadiness and precision, and the few mistakes which 
were made were too insignificant to be mentioned when everything 
was 60 well done. The Colonel showed great facility in handling his 
men, and the small space used in the movements of the 
showed a proficiency in manceuvres which was worthy of great com 
mendation. The drill was in every respect an excellent oD, 
reflected the highest credit upon both orficers and men. 

As we have said, the drill of the Eighth in Casey’s Tactics follow- 
ing so closely upon that of the Twelfth in Morris’s naturally induces 
acomparison between the two systems, as well as the regiments. 
We have already given our opinion pretty fully on the subject of 
Morris’s Tactics, and have also stated that as long as Casey is the 
standard for the Army we do not think the regiments of the National 
Guard should drill in Morris. We shall not, therefore, again op 
the discussion as to the respective merits of these two systems bat 
will confine ourselves to the comparison of the regiments. 

We will here say that we consider the faults which we have noticed 
in the Twelfth regiment in a measure the result of the 75 





according to which they drill, for Colonel Ward is a competent office 
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and his regiment, in point of material, is one of the best in the 
division. 

Other things being equal, regiments differ according as their men 
are or are not well instrueted in the school of the soldier, and are 
consequently steady or unsteady. In these particulars the Eighth 
far surpasses the Twelfth, and, we believe, if any officers of the 
Twelfth were present at the drill of the Eighth this fact must have 
impressed itself upon them. We have no desire to disparage any 
regiment, but the comparison has, in a measure forced itself upon 
us, and we are compelled to give our opinion in the case. As the 
season advances we shall have occasion to compare the performances 
of other regiments in the division, and we shall in each case give our 
views as to which is the best, in the precision with which it moves 
and the steadiness of its members. The drill of the Eighth was in 
every respect a good one, and we shall hope to have some more of the 
same sort.

Colonel Varian therefore is the first 
promotion to fill a vacancy caused by the retirement of general officers 
under the provisions of the present Militia Code, and we hope that as 
good an officer will be elected to fill each of the positions thus made 
vacant. General Varian isa good officer, and has been chosen to 
command a fine brigade. As a regimental commander he was 
thoroughly posted in his duties, and his command was always in good 
condition ; we thereforg think he richly deserves the honor conferred 
on him, while we are sure that the management of the Third brigade 
will not suffer at his hands. Well done Third brigade. Let the 
First go and do likewise. 

First Bricapr.—"We understand that am effort is being made to 
secure the re-election of Brigadier-General Charles B. Spicer to his 
former position as commander of this brigade. We sincerely hope 
ihis effort will not succeed. The General has been in commission as 
Brigadier-General for over fifteen years, and has not distinguished 
himself in the position. His brigade is the only one of the First 
division which has not had a field day within the past year, although 
we heard General Spicer say that he would have a field day whenever 
he could find a field large enough to drill a brigadeon. Brevet Brig- 
adier-General John E. Bendix and Colonel W. G. Ward are both 
mentioned as candidates for the position, and either would be a better 
choice than General Spicer.
